11 
tality, and immortal Bliſs? And by a Me- 
thod ſo inviting and ſo eaſy, that all who 
have their Reaſon about them, would pre- 
fer the Law to Liberty; the Precepts of 
Jupiter to thoſe of Nature; the eaſy, hap- 
py Poſſeſſion of his own Wife, to the tur- 
bulent guilty Purſuit of Another'ss Was 
Marriage not the Reſult of Intereſt, but 
Inclination! were nothing but generous 
Love, the Fire of Vertue, the Warmth of 
Beauty, and the Shine of Merit, conſulted 
in that Divine Union, guilty Pleaſures 
would be no more. But Avarice, contempti- 
ble Covetouſneſs, ſordid Deſire of Gain, 
not only mingles with the more generous 
Native Sentiments, but have quite extin- 
guiſhed the very Glimmerings of that in- 
forming Light. | 

Hence War, Murder, Deſolation, have 
their Origin; Friends and Friendſhips are 
cuſtomary Terms no more, and only un- 
derſtood of thoſe they have not yet found 
an Opportunity to injure, ſo as to advan- 
tage themſelves by it: Or of others, ne- 
ceſſary to their Intereſt, conducive to their 
Pleaſures, Companions in their Riors and 
Injuftice, fearleſs of the avenging Deities , 
bold to attempt and pleaſe, full of that 
ſympathetick Evil which endears them to 
each other. 

Where thall we now find vertuous Frind- 
ip? a Theſeus and a Pirithout, a Damon or 
a PytÞias? Not that the Laws of Friendſhip 
are more impoſſible than of Old; they are 


ail 
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ſtill the ſame, and fo is Vertue; but the 
Jaſte of Mortals is more and more dege- 
nerated, ſcarce the leaſt Reliſh remains of 
Original Sweetneſs; they do not ſo much 
as uſe their Endeavours to be Good. But 
that cannot ariſefrom a Defe& of Jupiter in 
their Compoſition, becauſe there have been 
many eminently ſo, and would till be ſuch, 
did not too many of the Guilty-Learned 
make it their Buſineſs (like Foes to Huma- 
nity) to ridicule and deſtroy the Apprehenſi- 
ons of Rewards and Punithments. Ihe Sect 
of Epicurus is revived in a more dangerous 
manner; he allowed you Gods, almighty 
in their Indolence, in everlaſting Eaſe, un- 
diſturbed by the Aﬀairs of Mortals, whom 
he pretended were govern'd only by that 
fortuitous Chance to which his World owed 
its Original. Some of theſe Moderns de- 
ſtroy not only the Effects (like him) of the 
Heavenly Attributes, but diſown the very 
Being of a Deity- Whilſt others no leſs 
impious (under other Pretences) advance a 
Syſtem no leſs dangerous: And by their hu- 
man Inventions, and diabolical Arguments, 
endeavour to prove Man wholly mortal, (as 
they call it) the rolling Stone and Vultures, 
with the whole Regiment of Rewards and 
Puniſhments! Rhadamanthus ! and the Ehſian 
Fields! they repreſent, but as the Invention 
of Poets, the Dreams of Enthuſiaſticks, and 
the Craft of Prieſthood ! They teach, that 
the Soul, guiltleſs of Faturity, ſleeps and 

moulders in that Houſe of Clay which it 
in- 
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and that every Man may be his own Prieſt, 


inhabited, to awake indeed, but at a Time 
ſo diſtant and uncertain, ſuch as the Period 
of all Nature, the Diſſolution of this hu- 
man Fabrick, that it encourages the fearleſs 
Mortal to ſin on; ſince his Day of Account 
is thereby ſo far lengthen d, that it may 
poſſibly be no Day at all. Not conſidering, 
that were they to ſleep Ten Thouſand Years 
(there being no time to the Dead) they 
would awake but as it were from a Moment's 
Repoſe, and their Ten Thouſand Years be 
but as a Grain of Sand to the unbounded 
Sea-Shore of Eternity. 

Others more modeſt, in Appearance, who 
have not entirely thrown aſide the Veil 
(but wear it upon what Occaſion they pleaſe, 
that they may the more dangeroully and 
ſurely inſinuate what they advance) would 
repreſent us ſtill in the State of Nature, 


and every Houſe a Temple; ſo to deſtroy 
our Veneration of thoſe appropriated to the 
Service of the Altar, rendring them uſeleſs 
to Mankind, And though it is not poſſible 
to rob Humanity of their Frailty but with 
Life; they would reje&t theſe, becauſe they 
are not more than Men, and above all Frail- 
ty. See you a Prieſt venerable by the Gra- 
vity of his Mien, his Aſpe& graceful, his 
Demeanor ſolemn ; him they treat as a con- 
firmed Hypocrite, proud and ſullen, impa- 
tient of Empire, and ſollicitous to govern 
not only the ſpiritual, but temporal Affairs 
of Mortals. If more Evelies or Debonair, | 
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in whoſe Compoſition the Sanguin prevails 
over the Phlegmatick, they fearleſly accuſe 
of giving open Scandal, and being a lead- 


ing Example in Diſorders; as if to be 


chearful were to be criminal, and a Benig- 
nity of Temper (a Bleſſing from the Gods) 
incompetent with the Service of the Gods. 
The Dull and Heavy ( as ſometimes ſuch 
there may be, becauſe we do not ſee an 
equal Diſtribution of Parts to all) they un- 
pitifully deſpiſe, ridicule their Stupidity, ex- 

oſe their Ignorance, and contemn the 
Fundion for the Man. But on the other 
Side, how are they truly alarmed, and preſs 
in Conſultation, againſt the growing Emi- 
nence of a riſing Genius? How do they 
endeavour to obſcure the Brightneſs of his 
Parts ? How throng the Audience, not to 
admire, but to ſeek Matter from 2 own 
Mouth to condemn him, wreſting both his 
Meaning and his Terms, to what may moſt 
expoſe and ridicule him? If he chance not 
to fall by their ignoble Endeavonrs, but 
have Strength and Fortune to ſtem the Tide 
of Oppoſers, and can wade through a Sea 
of witty Criticiſms, which make after his 
growing Reputation ( as the rolling Waves 
riſe one upon another to purſue with ſure 
Deſtruction the deſtin'd Shipwreck ) they 
more ſerioufly, with dreadful Warnings, 


Point at Him as a Man dangerous to all 


Communities but his own; full of Deſign 
and Craft, as if he were forming an Em- 
pire in Emperio, enflaying the * of 
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Mankind, and only liberal in exchanging 
with them a promiſed imaginary Heaven, 
for the Certainty of their earthly Poſſeſſi- 


Oli. 


But granting that the Prieſts and Druids 
had thoſe Deſigns, which theſe explode, is 
it not better that the Generality of Mankind 
ſhould ſtill reverence ſomething, than no- 
thing? How very few (if it were a Deceit) 
can bear to be undeceived 2 How Liber- 
tine, how at large would they live, if not 
with-held by Fears of an after- uniſhmenr.? 
How few in this Age would ſerve without 
Reward? How few put onthe old unprofit- 
able Robe of Innocence and Vertue, or croſs 
their darling Delights, when they are ſure 
they ſhall not ſuffer for Indulging of them ? 
Thus far for the leaft miſchievous of the 
Race, thoſe who are only fired by ſenſual] 
Pleaſures; but for ſuch who may be ani- 
mated by Revenge, Cruelty, Ambition, In. 
gratitude, and Coveteouſneſs, 2 could 
with hold them from committing whatever 
Sins their Appetites call loudeſt for. Nor 
is it ſufficient to ſay, that temporal Laws 
take notice, and puniſh detected Crimes; 
did every Man's Conſcience permit him to 
ſin, but as far as he durſt, thoſe Laws would 
ſoon by mutual Conſent of the ſtrongeſt, be 
trampled upon and overthrown ; or if they 
ſhould not, there is ſtill Latitude enough 
to undo the World, if every Breaſt were 
but to follow their own native Dictates to 
Evil. How would Revenge, Oppreoa, 

— Lg 
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Luſt, Murder, and all the Train of Furies 


remount that Throne from whence Religi- 
on has chaced them? So that granting what 
theſe refin d Wits have pretended to diſ- 
cover, ſhould in part be real, ſtill it is bet- 
ter for the Generality to be deceiv'd ; 
Prieſtcraft in all its Forms being ſure a leſs 
dangerous Monſter, than that which would 
ſucceed the Contempt of it. Inſomuch that 
I dare engage, did their new Doctrine ob- 
tain, that were it poſſible for theſe new 
Diſcoverers to mount Ohmpus, and over- 
look the Globe, ſoon would they ficken at 
the Anarchy it produced; and cry out with a 
juſt and generous Indignation, O RACE!
